The New Parcel Pest. 
The new postal convention which has 
been concluded with the United 
Histo: makes the territory from the north- 
ern boundary of the British possessions to 
the northern boundary of Mexico one 
al union. Anything can now be sent 
rom the United States to Canada or from 
Canada to any part of the Unated States, 
which can be put in a package that wil! 
not weigh more than four pounds and six 
ounces. ‘The new treaty simply adds to 
the provisions of the «Zisting WF cones 
the right to send mail matter of the fourth 
class. Each country makes the regula- 
tions for the collection of customs on 
dutiabie articles, but the custome are to be 
callected in each instance at the post- 
officr of addrwse, and the person addressed 
will ba tono incon venience except to go to 
the post office and pay the duties as assess 
ed by the customs office. The amount will 
be stated onaslip of paper attachec to 
‘ae package by the assisting customs 
efficer at the echange office, from which 
tee package will be forwarded to its desti- 
nation
